the Calgary bureau recommended taat 
this provincial body shall arrange) 
with the government for the introduc | 
tion of the bill. The draft, it was) 
stated, is by way of suggestion only, | 
and the government ir introducing a 
bill, while it will have the draft before 
it, wil make any changes which may 
be deemed necessary. 

In the course of the discuesion it, 
Was pointed out by Alex Ross, M.LA.,! 
that no rules as to the qualifications 
necessary in licensing are laid down 
in the bill. While any such provision 
presents obvious difficulties, any plaa

A Rew Bstate broker | 

Clause 1 of the draft bill defines a} 
realestate broker within the yneaning 
of the bill as @ person who for a 
compensation or pror thereof sells 
or offers for sale, buys or offera to 
buy, negoUates or offers to negotiate, | 
Girectly or indirectly, whether as the 
employe of another or otherwise, tue 
purchase, sale, exchange, lease or 
rental of real estate or any interest 
therein for others, as a whole or par-| 
tial vocation. Persons buyin 
erty for their own usé, or 
own property, do not come wi 
jurisdiction of the measure, 
persons holding powers of 
for others Attorneys;at-law, 
performnance of their duties, rece! y- 
ers, trustees in bankruptcy, guar-; 
dians, administratre and executora,| 
persons acting under the orders of a 
court or selling under a deed of trust, 
are also unaffected by the bill. A per-| 
son, firm or corporation employed as 
the representativve or Agent of any} 
one principal for tne eale uf lands of

Must be Licensed 

Clause 2 sets forth that after the 
expiration of three months from the | 
date of tae coming into force of the! 
act, all real estate brokers must be 
licensed by the leuienant-governor- 
in-council. Claswe 3 provides that tha! 
applicants for licenses must fill in a| 
form giving particulars of place of 
busimess, etc., the names of partners 
if any. the full names of all officers 
and directors. One or more persons 
who are personally to transact the 
busimess of the firm must be named, 
The license fee, the armount of waich 
is left blank, must be forwanded with 
the application, the fee covering the 
mames of all members of the firm,! 
and a fee (amount in blank) shall be! 
paid for all salesmen. |

@aal) conduct and maintain an offica, 
the business address being named. 
Clause 5 provides that notice must be 
given of any changes oft address.
